The important feature of the transac- 


tion U that the government rates for 
telephone service will be based on the 
value of the property as ascertained by 
the commission, and not on the inflated 
value as represented by stocks and 
bonds.

The 
public is willing to pay a reasonable 
price for service performed by a corpor- 
ation, but people are not fuitisfted when 
they think they arB paying dividends

There is a rapid growth of opinion in 


this country that public ownership of 
public utility properties is the only way 
VIM public can be assured that it is not 


>aying on inllated valuations. If men 
who control such properties want to 
avoid the drastic procedure adopted in 
England, they can do so by entire can- 
dor and honesty in their dealings with 
the public, and by maintaining their 
:apitalization on the basis of actual val- 
ues, resolutely eliminating all suspicion 
of inflation.

Began as a Mission. 


The congregation that will worship in 


this new edifice began as a mission--:! 
mission Sunday school— its parent be- 


; 
ing the First Baptist church of this 
city, of which Rev. C. H. Snajhall is 
DOW pastor. This was in 1830. 


It was at thnt time that the nci-d of 


a. Sunday school in that, part of the 
city was recognized and through the 
efforts of E. W. Lewis and other mem- 
bers of the First Baptist church it was 
organized, the services being held at 
first in the upstairs room of an old 
store building that stood at the corner 
tif Indiana and Lincoln avenues. 


With its establishment soon came (.he 


need of public church services on Sun- 
clay and in a few years such services 
were held on Sunday afternoon, the ser- 
mon being preached by the pastor of 
the First Baptist church.

church services were held. 


Xo definite steps, however, were taken
